NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE: TRANSFERRING TECHNOLOGY 
ANNCR: 

THERE HAS BEEN GROWING DISCUSSION IN RECENT YEARS ABOUT THE 
NEED FOR TRANSFERRING THE TECHNOLOGY OF INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES 
IiN WESTERN EUROPE, NORTH AMERICA AND JAPAN TO DEVELOPING NATIONS 
IN AFRICA, ASIA AND LATIN AMERICA. VOA'S JOHN LENNON LOOKS AT 
SOME ASPECTS OF THIS SURJECT IN THIS RFPORT. 

VOICE: 

UNTIL THE INDUSTRIALIZED REVOLUTION OF THE LATE EIGHTEENTH 
CENTURY, CULTURAL AND SOCIAL CUSTOMS WERE THE ONLY MAJOR 
DISTINCTIONS IN THE HUMAN CONDITION AROUND THE WORLD. PEOPLES OF 
THE WORLD LIVED IN SOCIETIES DASED Ol AGRICULTURE, AND DEPENDED ON 
DOMESTICATED ANIMALS FOR TRAIISPSRTATION AND CLOTHING. 

BUT WITH THE INVENTION OF MACHINES, AND THE HARNESSING OF 
SCIENCE, SEVERAL SOCIETIES WERE AGLE TO MAKE RAPID ADVANCES IN THE 
PRODUCTION OF ESSENTIAL GOODS AID SERVICES. KNOWLEDGE EXPANDED AT 
AN UNPRECEDENTED RATE, INDUSTRY WAS MECHANIZED AND MASS PRODUCTION 
WAS DEVELOPED, AND IN THE RELATIVELY GRIEF PERIOD OF A FEW 
GENERATIONS, SOME COUNTRIES SOON WERE CAPABLE OF SPACE FLIGHT -- 
WHILE OTHERS COULD STILL MOVE ONLY AS FAST AS THE OXEN THAT PULLED 
THEIR PLOWS, 

WITH THE DECLINE OF COLONIALISM AND THE BIRTH SINCE WORLD WAR 
TWO OF MANY NEW! -- AND POOR -- NATIONS, THERE HAS BEEN AN INCREASING 
DEMAND THAT THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES SHARE NOT ONLY THE FRUITS 
OF THEIR TECHNOLOGY, BUT THE BASIC TECHNOLOGY ITSELF. DEVELOPING 
NATIONS, SEEING THE SPURT OF GROWTH EXPERIENCED BY THE 


INDUSTRIALIZED WEST, DESIRE A SIMILAR EXPERIENCE -- AND HAVE 
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MAINTAINED THAT THE RICH HAVE AN OBLIGATION TO HELP THE POOR, TO 
HELP RESTORE THE BALANCE IN THE HUMAN CONDITION. 

TODAY, THERE ARE FEW WHO WOULD DISPUTE THE CONTENTION THAT 
INCREASED INDUSTRIALIZATION COULD GO A LONG WAY TOWARD MEETING 
THE BASIC NEEDS OF SCORES OF DEVELOPING NATIONS. BUT A DILEMMA 
HAS ARISEN OVER CONFLICTING THEORIES AS TO HOW THAT INDUSTRIAL- 
IZATION SHOULD TAKE PLACE. 

AT A MEETING IN WASHINGTON LAST WEEK (11/17) WITH AMERICAN 
BUSINESS, GOVERNMENT AND INDUSTRIAL REPRESENTATIVES, SECRETARY OF 
STATE HENRY KISSINGER SAID UNITED STATES POLICY IN THIS FIELD IS 
GUIDED BY THE DESIRE TO PROMOTE PROGRESS -- BUT ALSO TO INSURE 
STABILITY AND SECURITY FOR ALL NATIONS, REGARDING THE TRANSFER OF 
TECHNOLOGY HE SAID, IT IS CRUCIAL FOR THE UNITED STATES TO TAKE AN 
ENLIGHTENED AND FARSIGHTED VIEW ABOUT THE PROCESS OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT, AND TO DEMONSTRATE CONCERN ABOUT THE PROBLEMS OF THE 
GREATER PART OF HUMANITY. BUT THE SECRETARY OF STATE ADDED THAT 
IT IS ALSO NECESSARY FOR THE UNITED STATES TO OFFER ONLY REALISTIC 
SOLUTIONS -- THAT IS, THOSE WHICH MAINTAIN THE GROWTH OF AMERICAN 
INDUSTRY, AND WHICH DO NOT RAISE FALSE HOPES OR EXPECTATIONS 
ABROAD. 

SECRETARY KISSINGER REITERATED THE LONG-HELD VIEW THAT 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT -- THAT ELUSIVE AND COMPLICATED PROCESS OF 
NATIONAL ENRICHMENT -- CANNOT SIMPLY BE TRANSFERRED FROM ONE NATION 
OR GROUP OF NATIONS TO ANOTHER. RATHER, HE SAID, IT CAN COME ONLY 
AFTER THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES GO THROUGH SOCIAL AND CULTURAL 
ADAPTATIONS SIMILAR TO THOSE EXPERIENCED BY THE INDUSTRIALIZED 
WEST. IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT, IF NOT IMPOSSIBLE, FOR EXAMPLE, TO 
TRANSFER A SIZABLE INDUSTRIAL PLANT FROM THE UNITED STATES TO A 


DEVELOPING COUNTRY AND EXPECT IT TO CONTINUE TO FUNCTION -- UNLESS 
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THAT DEVELOPING STATE COULD PROVIDE THE NECESSARY COMMUNICATIONS 
AND ENERGY NETWORKS, ALONG WITH TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES, 
MARKETING CAPABILITY AND A TASK FORCE OF SKILLED MANPOWER. 

THE TWO CENTURIES OF INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNOLOGICAL GROWTH 
EXPERIENCED BY THE WEST CAN BE TELESCOPED INTO A MUCH SHORTER TIME 
SPAN -~ AND IN FACT, THE UNITED STATES AND OTHER NATIONS HAVE 
RECENTLY OFFERED A VARIETY OF BLUEPRINTS TO SHOW HOW IT MIGHT BE 
DONE. AND, THE EXPERTISE OF INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES CAN BE 
TRANSPORTED ABROAD TO AID IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF PLANTS AND 
FACILITIES, HERE AGAIN, SEVERAL PROPOSALS HAVE BEEN MADE BY THE 
UNITED STATES. 

BUT DOCTOR KISSINGER TOLD HIS AUDIENCE LAST WEEK THAT SOME- 
THING MORE BASIC IS NEEDED. THAT "SOMETHING" IS THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF ANY NATION'S MOST PRECIOUS RESOURCE -- ITS PEOPLE. DOMESTIC 
DISCIPLINE, EDUCATION AND TRAINING, REWARDS FOR INDIVIDUAL 
INITIATIVE AND ABILITY AND ENCOURAGEMENT FOR SAVINGS AND 
INVESTMENT MUST ALL COME BEFORE ANY MEANINGFUL TRANSFER OF 
TECHNOLOGY CAN TAKE PLACE. DEVELOPMENT, HE SAID, MUST DEPEND NOT 
ONLY ON A SENSE OF OBLIGATION ON THE PART OF THE INDUSTRIALIZED 
NATIONS, BUT ALSO ON A SENSE OF PARTICIPATION AND RECIPROCITY 
ON THE PART OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

THE ALTERNATIVE, SAID THE SECRETARY OF STATE, IS AN INTER- 
NATIONAL SYSTEM SHARPLY DIVIDED BETWEEN RICH AND POOR IN WHICH 
THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC STRUCTURES OF WORLD SOCIETY ARE CONSTANTLY 
IN DANGER OF COLLAPSE. REAFFIRMING THE UNITED STATES COMMITMENT 
TO PROGRESS WITHIN THE DEVELOPING WORLD, DOCTOR KISSINGER SAID 
THE CHOICE IS BETWEEN CONSCIOUS INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION -~ OR 


A WORLD OF CONSTANT STRIFE. 
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
